Governor Bryan said that the 
order ending the moratorium is 
effective Saturday, following his 
instructions to the insurance de- 
partment to promulgate an official 
order. 
A recent survey of Nebraska in- 
surance companies shows all of 
them in excellent financial condi- 
tion, the governor declared. 
"The insurance companies feel 
that improved conditions resulting 
from an increase in employment, 
loosening of credit by federal agen- 
cies and other sources and un- 
proved business conditions general- 
ly warrant relaxing of moratorium 
restrictions,1' the governor stated, 
"and have relieved the demand for 
loans." 
Under the moratorium act, which 
the governor sponsored at the re- 
quest of the insurance companies, 
the state has authority until March 
1, 1935, to reimpose any regulations 
on insurance companies which may 
appear to be necessary. Governor

PARIS, Sept. 9—{^—Information 


received in French diplomatic cir- 
cles from London today said Great 
Britain expects to base lurther war 
debts discussions with the Ameri- 
can administration on a suggestion 
to pay 10 per cent of the amount 
owed.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 9— 


(AP)—An increase of more 
than $1,000,000,000 in the 
gross farm income this year 
as compared with 1932 was 
forecast today by the depart- 
ment of agriculture if the 
present 
improved 
demand 


continues. 


On the basis of a preliminary es- 
timate, the bureau of agricultural 
economics said the income this year 
would 
approximate 
$6,360,000,000 
against $5,143,000,000 last year. 
The 1933 estimate consisted of $6,- 
100,000,000 from the sale of farm 
uroduets plus at least $260,000,000 
in rentals and benefit payments by 
the agricultural adjustment admin- 
istration. 
Most of the increase was attrib- 
uted to better prices for crops. 
Prices 
of most types ol livestock 
have averaged slightly lower this 
year than in 1932 
The bureau said that unless live- 
stock prices increased 
materially 
during the last four months of this 
year, income from that source will 
approximate that of last year 
"The trend of farm prices in the 
next few months," the statement 
added, "will be an important factor 
in determining the gross income of 
farmers for 
1933, since farmers' 
marketings are usually largest dur- 
ing that period of the year. 
"Should industrial activity im- 
prove during the remainder of this 
year, a further increase in consumer 
and industrial demand fo? 
farm 
products is expected. 
-The-bureau has assumed there 
will be some further improvement 
in business activity during the next 
few months, but at a somewhat 
more moderate rate than the im- 
provement from March through 
July."

United States senate and to retain 
t he refused a cabinet post and 
declined consideration as a candi- 
date for the presidency. 
The change took him from na. 
tlonal prominence as a leader of 
the "farm bloc" in the upper house, 
strong advocate of prohibition and 
foe of lobbying, Into a place of 
comparative obscurity. But he was 
content. 
Kenyon was first elected to the 
senate hi 1912 to fill out the unex- 
pired term of the late Jonathan P. 
Dolliver of Iowa. Twice the Iowa 
voters returned him to Washington, 
but In 1922 he resigned when Presi- 
dent Harding named him as judge 
of the United States circuit court 
for the eighth judicial circuit em- 
jracing Arkansas, Missouri, Iowa, 
Nebraska, Minnesota, North Dakota 
and South Dakota. 


Said Not Qualified. 
President 
Coolidge 
offered 
to 
make him secretary of the navy. 
E£e declined, saying he was not 
qualified for the place. 
Then when Coolidge "chose not 
to run," there was a rally of liberal 
republican forces to Kenyon. But 
tie pleaded that his wife's health 
forbade his return to politics, and 
k>esides he, preferred to remain on 
the bench. 
His only essay away from strictly 
court work came In 1929 when he 
was a member of President Hoover's 
law enforcement commission. That 
body surveyed the effects of prohi- 
bition laws and also made a report 
on the country's crime, denouncing 
the "third degree" methods prac- 
ticed by police in many cities. 
Gained Wide Recognition. 
Kenyon's road to the senate was 
opened by his work as a special as- 
sistant attorney general of the 
United States in 1910 and 1911. He 
had charge for the interstate com- 
merce commission of cases arising 
under the Hepburn rate act and 
the Sherman anti-trust law and 
prosecuted rebate suits against the 
Southern Pacific, flocking Valley 
and several other roads. He also re- 
ceived wide recognition for the part 
he played in the famous packers' 
rebate cases in Chicago. 
While serving on the circuit court 


of appeals in St. Louis. Judge Ken. 
yon wrote a decision in the Teapot 
Dome oil lease litigation that was 
a bitter, sweeping denunciation of 
the transaction. The opinion re- 
versed the district court at Chey- 
enne, Wyo., which had held there 
was no fraud in the dealings be- 
tween the Mammoth Oil company 
and the department of ihe interior 
under Albert B. Fall. 
Bristling Opinion. 
The opinion, bristling with such 
words as deceit, falsehood, subter- 
fuge and bad faith, held the entire 
transaction 
was 
"tainted 
with 
favoritism, collusion and corruption, 
defeating the proper and lawful 
function of government." It ordered 
the district court to oust the cor- 
poration from Teapot Dome. 
William Squire Kenyon was bom 
at Elyria Ohio, June 10, 1869, son 
of Fergus L. and Hattie .Squire 
Kenyon. He was educated at Grin- 
nel College. Iowa, and in the law 
school of the State University of 
Iowa and started practice of his 
profession at Fort Dodge, where he 
afterwards made his home. On May 
11, 1893, he married Mary Dun- 
combs of that city. 


lodge Kenyan Known Here. 
Judge Kenyon was well known to 
many prominent Lincoln men, par. 
ticularly U. S. District Judge T. C. 
Munger.

Kenyon's legal secretary for the 
past few years has been Edward 
Jennings 
of Lincoln, who was 
prominent in University of Nebras- 
ka debate and other activities. 
The friendship of Judges Kenyon 
and Munger was shown a few years 
ago when on the occasion of the 
Sitter's seventieth birthday, Judge 
Kenyon wrote a special letter for 
The Star, in -which he declared that 
Judge Munger should have been a 
member of the Supreme court of 
the United States.

Drought and other conditions 
have made cultivation unsuitable, 
they said, adding that they have 
no estimate of the extent of the 
unprofitable area. 


Governor Berry asked a survey 


of land west of the Missouri river 
to determine its value as a farm 
area. "Only a scientific survey can 
determine what land should be dis- 
carded by the farmers," he said. 
The governor emphasized that the 
program is not assured but said he 
would discuss it with Secretary of 
Agriculture Wallace.

When he asked the council to

sioner Doerr said that his purpose 
in buying the machine for Ashland, 
is to reduce to a minimum the pos- 
sibility of the water from the Platte 
river valley wells becoming con- 
taminated. 


"We do not have a chlorinator 
there now," he declared. "With 
this machine, purificaion will take 
place at the source. To the extent 
that we use chlorine at Ashland, 
the need for injecting it at the A 
street staton will be reduced. That 
also will reduce the chance of the 
taste being noticeable."

Lawyer Claims Bailey Mistreated 


In Jail, But U.S. Prosecutor Says 


Desperado Is No Sunday School Boy 


OKLAHOMA CITY, Sept. 9—W) 


—Harvey Bailey, southwest

perado charged with murder and 
kidnaping, is, in the words of his 
attorney, James Mathers, a victim ot 
"cruel and inhuman treatment" on 
the part of officers who have him 
in custody. 


Bailey is in Jail here following 


his recapture four hours after he 
escaped with aid of a revolver from 
the county Jail at Dallas, Tex., 
Labor day. 


He is facing trial on a charge of 
plotting the $200,000 kidnaping of 
Charles F. Urschel, Oklahoma mil- 
lionaire, and he also has been in- 
dicted on a federal charge of mur- 
der in connection with the slaying 
of four officers and a convict at 
the Kansas City union

, Mathers is seeking a writ of 
habeas corpus to bring Bailey into 
court to exhibit gun shot wounds 
from which the attorney claimed 
the convict now is recovering.

Mathers said Bailey is subjected

Confinement in a dark, solitary 


cell. 


"Large handcuffs around each 


wrist and his hands separated by a 
steel bar 16 inches long so fixed 
that he can eat only with diffi- 
culty." 


Legs shackled together "and his 


person chained by large heavy and 
painful irons to rixed objects in his 
cell." 


No chair, and he "is forced to 
appear in the nude, except for un- 
derwear."

EVEN'A KING MAY DREAM. 
HTHE royal blood which flowed in the veins of 
•*• Sharif Husain made him no less the barbarian. 
He was one of the innumerable chieftains of the 
desert tribes which roamed Arabia. Husain had a 
son, Feisal, born in 1885, and for eighteen years a 
student and scholar at Istambul. There he came 
under the best educational opportunities offered, 
which, coupled with his own personal tastes, de- 
veloped a desert leader, who in time came to form 
one of the strangest friendships imaginable in a 
weirdly strange land. 


Undoubtedly, it was the habits of study which 


brought Feisal and an anaemic-appearing English- 
man by the name of Lawrence, a cultured, scholarly 
graduate in archaeology at Oxford, together. They 
formed a desperate partnership—the Immediate ob- 
jective of which was to clear Arabia of the hated 
Turks, and as a part of the bargain, all of that 
bllsteringly hot, arid region was to be freed from the 
chains of oppressors and to be placed under an en- 
lightened form of government. 


What followed constitutes one of the most fascinat- 


ing chapters of the war. The romantic Lawrence, 
who refused a knighthood from the British king be- 
cause he said his government had broken its specific 
pledge to the Arabian tribes, describes it fully in his 
book, intimately, the Turk was driven out of Arabia 
and all of Asia. Bethlehem fell into the hands of 
General AUenby's troops, and the crushing defeat 
administered Turkey had a very definite bearing 
upon the final, successful conclusion of the war. For 
the first time in modern days, the wandering tribes- 
men had been cemented under a single leadership 
in a single high common purpose. For that, Captain 
Lawrence received the highest acclaim. No other 
man than he could have accomplished it. He suc- 
ceeded beause of a remarkable genius for winning 
the- confidence and the faith of the traditionally 
suspicious Arabs. But Lawrence could not have 
triumphed had it not been for Feisal. He was the 
first of many generations to solidify the Arabs under 
one command.

A PECULIAR people, these Arabs. Perhaps it was 


the bite of a burning sun, the uncertainty of 


either food or water for the morrow, which bred in 
them such a strongly developed sense of self-preser- 
vation at any price. It was not an uncommon thing 
among the tribal people for a brother to murder 
his own kin in cold blood, while the. latter was 
asleep. Intrigue and secret plots, villainy and robbery 
—these were common occurrences between different 
roving bands, and individual members of the tribes. 
Lawrence wrote about it frequently. The instinct of 
survival was so strong that a man never closed his 
eyes without the conscious reminder that he might 
be awakened from sleep to fight for his life, or that 
he might never awaken. 


It was only the unconquerable spirit of Feisal, born 


of a fiery zeal to reclaim the land of his fathers 
that enabled the British archaeologist, a scholar j 
turned warrior, to meet disappointment after disap- j 
pointment and finally emerge victorious. It was to j 
Feisal Lawrence .turned, when around the camp five ! 
men stirred uneasily, whispered softly, and in other ' 
ways aroused the misgivings that the old Arab tra- 
ditions of treachery would be revived. 


There must have been a beautiful friendship be- 


tween these men—the type of friendship which comes 
from sharing great dangsrs and magnificent plans. 
There Is no doubt that the bespectacled Oxfordist, 
who came to know Arabia from digging in the ruins 
of ancient cities, shared to the fullest extent the 
same hopes which Feisal nursed. Both believed in 
a land where the Arabians, fighting the tremendous, 
perverse odds of nature, might organize and estab- 
lish their lives on a more secure and a more tranquil 
basis. Captain Lawrence never recovered fullv from 
his disappointment at the failure of the British to 
go the full road he thought they should, and from 
that day until now. he buried himself from the cus- 
tomary haunts of men. Feisal became a king, a 
mighty king, but one bearing fetters which must j 
have been cruel punishment to a proud, free soul. 
He could not obtain for his people that which he 
had hoped. He could not carry out his full program 
which Included irrigating the sands which become 
productive when artificially supplied with moisture. 
The Arab after the war found himself in little better 
position than he had been before, so far as material 
advancement was concerned. 
He had won his re- 


lease from the cruelty of the Turk, but he did not 
achieve security from the" desperate slavery of the 
desert.

should not be understood that Feisal sought a 
kingdom for the purpose cf extending his own 


authority or enriching his own purse. He had faith 
In himself. He believed he was the chosen son to 
lead the Arab out of grim existence and futilitv. He 
was a man of cultured tastes, despite his warlike 
boyhood, and of great intelligence. He looted upon 
himself as the emancipator of his people and when the 
«me arrived that they should have been schooled suf- 
fldenUT to govern themselves. Feisal might have been 
expected to have replaced monarchy with reprcsenta- 
tJve Institutions ol government. 


That sets forth his richly deserved place an history. | 


and •while unusual, it is not without parallel. There 
have been absolute monarch* -who ruled their peoples 
with the createst vision, the most humane Impulses, 
and the most Inspired sense of service. Even a fcinz 
may dream. He may meditate upon the misrry and 
the unhapplness of his people. He may develop strong 
resolutions to satisfy th?Jr physical wants and to rie- 
vate their mental standards. He may yearn Just as 
desperately as the greatest commoner who ever lived 
to Improve their conditions—and while one goes by 
the name of king and the other may be known to his 
fellow beings as brother or comrade or commoner— 
there is no real difference between them and the 
•world is richer infinitely for them. Such a my. was 
Ffisal. railed to heavy rr-sponsibihty in his early 
thinjes, livinc a lifr of the greatest hazard, cambling: 
with <3f*1h throughout most of his existence, and 
finally riying at forty-eight years of age w.th his 
task incomplete, n was an unfortunate day for 
Arabia when the stout bean of Feisal failed him. 


SLAUGHTER OF THE INNOCENTS 


T 


HE slaughter of the Innocents has begun. Within 


the past week school terms have begun in most 


towns and country districts In Nebraska and already 
the automobile has taken its toll of death. Two or 
three children have lost their lives, while other* 
'have been terribly injured, some of them probably 
maimed for life. 


Within the coming week probably all of the schools 


in the state will be receiving their quota of boys and 
girls, and in spite of all warnings, there is no doubt 
that the harvest of death will be greater. Of course, 
as in most previous cases, the fatalities will be re- 
ferred to as "unavoidable," and it will be shown that 
the hapless youngsters ran directly into the paths of 
the cars which strike them down, but this will be 
small consolation to the bereaved parents and other 
relatives. 


The lesson of it is that drivers must at all times 


have their cars under control, equipped with secure 
brakes and in position to stop on the briefest notice. 
In practically all places in the state school zones are 
plainly marked and motorists are thus warned to 
drive slowly, which most of them do in such areas. 
This, however, is not sufficient to avoid danger. 


Some children are compelled to walk considerable 


distances in going to and from school, and they do 
not have, nor are they expected to have, the judg- 
ment of adults who drive cars. Engaged in play and 
distracted by the excitement of the moment, they 
become oblivious of their surroundings and are apt 
to dart into places of danger at the most unexpected 
times. 


Drivers must therefore be continuously on the 


alert. None can be in such a tremendous hurry that 
he would not willingly be five minutes or more late . 
in arriving at his destination if he knew that by so 
doing hs would be saving the life of a boy or girl. 
By no means is all of the danger to be encountered 
in the school zones. 


OLD AGE PENSIONS NULLIFIED 


G 


OVERNOR BRYAN'S sharp criticism of county 


boards for their failure to make provision for 


the old age pension law during the coming year is 
well merited. Officials and newspapers have been 
flooded with letters of inquiry ever since the passage 
of the old age pension law during the closing days of 
the legislative session, the burden of which has been 
what steps are to be taken in order to qualify. 


The provisions of the act are specific. They direct 


county boards to levy a head tax of 50 cents on per- 
sons of certain age, the revenue so raised to be 
applied toward payment of the old age pensions. 
There may have been reasonable grounds for debate 
over the wisdom of the legislation, but after the bill 
was passed, with the certainty it was to become a law, 
there was no excuse for the failure of county boards 
to take recognition of it and to initiate steps in 
order that its purpose may be carried out. Actually, 
the neglect of the county boards amounts to nullifi- 
cation and makes the law a dead letter. 


The situation is acute particularly because of con- 


ditions. The first to be cast out hi the scramble for 
jobs were the aged, no longer able to compete with 
the strength of youth. In the losses sustained of sav- 
ings wiped out through the decline of values of all 
kinds of properties, there was no greater tragedy 
than that which fell upon aged people. They had no 
chance to recoup. Even though they were physically 
able to work, which many of them are not, no one 
wants their services. Those victims of the depression 
in advanced years represent America's generation 
which henceforth will have to depend upon kin or 
public charity. 
Circumstances combine to present 


the greatest argument for old age pensions that could 
be made, and those same circumstances placed a 
mandate upon reluctant and unwilling county boards 
to carry out the intent and purposes of the legis- 
lation. 


RECIPROCITY 
» 


!KFU'J.'V SUPERINTENDENT H. L. GUSHING is 
_ to be commended for his energetic and vigorous 


protest against the action of Colorado educational 
officials in refusing to grant a teaching certificate 
to a graduate of the University of Nebraska. 


The motive back of Colorado's action is plain. Jobs 


are scarce there as they are everywhere, and Colorado 
hopes to retain them for her own people. The Ne- 
braskan involved had been elected to a teaching posi- 
tion, and without a certificate the place could be 
opened to a Coloradoan. In 
the 
professional 


branches, such a practice might jeopardize seriously 
the entire system of reciprocity which has been 
built up. 


The entire episode furnishes an Uuminating ex- 


ample of the danger of nationalism. It applies to 
nations and to cities as well as to states. One city 
may refuse to trade with another, and one state may 
seek self-containment against all others, and one 
nation may believe it can live within itself, but be- i 
fore xany one embarks upon a policy of self-suf- ' 
ficiency, it would be well to weigh the possibilities of 
gradual but certain disintegration. The fact is, there 
is no possibility of living to one's self, except under 
the most primitive conditions. 


BANKING INSURANCE 


'B^HKKE remains litle doubt as to the administra- 
M. tion's attitude toward banking insurance. With- 
in a short time after the passage of the Glass- 
Stegall banking law. whispers floated around that 
congress would be called into session to modify some 
of its provisions. Among those most commonly open 
to criticism was the provision for banking insurance. 
The banking interests traditionally hostile to any 
form of guarantee of deposits suggested that before 
the hour arrived for it to become effective, there 
would be a distinct modification. 


All doubts on this score were set to rest by the 


slashing address delivered by Comptroller O'Connor 
before a banking group. He described the rumors of 
an impending change in the banking program as 
vicious propaganda, and in no uncertain language 
definitely committed the administration to the In- 
surance plan. 


There can be no doubt it represents a real desire 


on the part of the public. That sentiment is most 
apparent in regions heretofore hostile to bank guar- 
antee. All through this section, where state laws guar- 
anteeing bank deposits had been passed and had been 
in operation, the feeling was not nearly so pro- 
nounced. Possibly the experience under the guar- 
antee plan had something to do with that, but the 
fact that banking •was conducted far more efficiently 
and Tar more honestly in these western states, was 
the most important factor. It has been the larger 
centers in the industrial sections where banking 
abuses prevailed and it is there that the principal 
demands lor Insurance may be found. It is deserving 
of trial.

ANSWER. 


The length of a prayer should be 
determined by the character of the 
service of which it is a part. Speak- 
ing generally, short prayers pray 
more devil out than in, and long 
prayers do the opposite. But if a 
congregation is intent on penitence, 
confession, restitution and accept- 
ance with God, time becomes a sec- 
ondary consideration. 


"Bidding prayers," for which the 
pastor announces the object ahead, 
after which he offers a short pe- 
tition preceded and followed by an 
interval of "silence, are often help- 
ful They concentrate the minds or 
his" people on definite blessings to 
be implored. 
Silent prayer should be practiced 
far more than it is by congregations 
that neglect it. In this respect the 
Friends set us a good example. A 
true priest and prophet will lead 
his congregation to the very verge 
of heaven, 
but one who is not- 


sanctified unto prayer may be an 
obstacle to the soul's progress. I 
once heard Dr. Benjamin Adams 
pray half an hour, and it passed as 
swiftly as a bird's flight because he 
laid hold on the Lord as one of His 
anointed servants.

This means that while 
staying on the diet the epileptic 
seizures are controlled and after 
the diet has been kept up for a 
time, the diet may be discontinued 
and the seizures do not return. 
The severe forms of epilepsy can 
be arrested, but not cured. 
In 
adults it has not been so success- 
ful, 
but even with them it is 


•worth trying, because 44 per cent 
showed improvement. Migrainous 
headaches have been treated with 
about the same degree of success. 
In order to plan a diet of this 
kind a good deal of attention to 
detail is required. The total amount 
of fat is about four times the'total 
weight of the other food elements 
—carbohydrate and protein. 
So much fat Is not easy to digest 


or handle after absorption and the 
diet is never begun abruptly, be- 
cause if it Is, there is sure to be 
nausea and vomiting. In order to 
avoid this the fat is added to the 
diet gradually over a period of 
about a week. At the Johns Hop- 
kins hospital this plan is modified 
and treatment is commenced with 
an initial fast of six days or 
longer, when the diet is begun. 
This has done away with nearly 
all disagreeable by-effects. 
A sample diet is as follows: 
Breakfast— 
Bran with 40 per cent cream. 
Sliced peaches. 
Omelet, made with 40 per cent 
cream and 10 grams of butter. 
Tea or coffee with 40 per cent 


cream. 
Luncheon— 
Sliced cold ham. 
Lettuce and tomato salad with 


mayonnaise. 
Bran wafer with butter. 
Ice cream made with 40 per cent 
cream, saccharin and water. 


Dinner— 
Scrambled egg with butter. 
Lettuce and cucumber salad with 


mayonnaise. 
Cracker with butler. 
Custard with 40 per cent cream.

Jury Finds 
Accident 


Was Due to Child's 


Negligence. 


A coroner's jury Friday afternoon 


absolved Peter H. Thompson, Min- 
den truck driver, from blame in the 
fatal Injury of Archie Hoaglin, 9, 
Thursday afternoon at Thirty-icc- 
ond and Holdrege streets. The jury 
held that the accident was due to 
the negligence of the child m not 
looking before running into the 
street, and that his death was 
caused by running into the side of 
the truck. 
Testimony at the inquest cor- 


roborated that given officers at the 
scene of the accident. Thompson 
estimated the truck's speed at be- 
tween 15 and 20 miles per hour. He 
said he saw three boys standing on 
the south side of the street near 
the intersection of Thirty-second 
and Holdrege streets and that the 
Hoaglm boy suddenly left the group 
and ran into the street. 


Thompson said he put on his 
brakes and C. H. Green, riding with 
him, turned off the ignition switch 
The truck came to a stop in about 
75 feet Thompson estimated, after 
hitting the child He said he was 
confused after the accident. Green's 
testimony was practically the same 
as that of Thompson. 


Clayton Simmons, 2601 A street, 


who picked the bov up and took 
him to the hospital, said he did 
not see the actual accident, but 
arrived almost immediately after- 
wards. He estimated the truck's 
speed at 25 miles^ an hour. B. N. 
Lewis. Ashland, who was painting 
at 3141 Holdrege street at the time 
of the accident, estimated the speed 
of the truck at 10 miles an hour 
immediately after the accident.

testified that they had just come 
from the fair and were on their 
way home. They had received a 
lift from » motorist and had just 
gotten out of the car and gone to 
the curb. Hoaglin ran around be- 
hind the car and was struck by the 
box on the left hand side of t'-.e 
truck, the boys said. 


Following the inquest, Thompson, 


Green, and W. E. Green were 
served with summons in a damage 
suit brought in district court by 
Earl Hoaglin, father of the dead 
child. The suit was for $15,500. W. 
E. Green is a part owner of the 
truck.

Roosevelt's piogram to save people 
from actual starvation 


Her views were expressed as the 


mobilization for human needs con- 
ference began round table discus- 
sions on how best to solve the win- 
ter's relief problem From President 
Roosevelt yesterday the conference 
heard that government relief was 


"emergency relief" and that the 
government "can not get along" 
without private aid. 


Mrs Roosevelt told the conference 
last night that actually seeing suf- 
fering was a great Impetus toward 
its cure. She related this story: 
"I saw a woman whose child had 


just died because it had slept, when 
ill. In a cold wet bed. She had 
just been evicted. The sheriff said, 
when she told him her child was 
ill, 'I'm not here to nurse your 
damned kids.' 
"That wouldn't have happened if 
the persons who owned that house 
had seen it. They had less this year 
than last, but thev lived in a com- 
fortable house. I tell you this story 
because I want you to realize the 
difference between hearing; about 
evictions and seeng them." 


Again the first lady striessed this 
point: 


"You've got to see. you've got to 


feel to convince others. Know where 


the sore spots are in your states. 
We dislike facing unpleasant facts 
about our own localities, but this 
is a time when we have to face facts 
honestly'' 


In theory. Mrs Roosevelt said, 


the federal government will sea that 
no one starved nor lacks for shelter. 


But ur>!ess co. umnities ere alert 
to meet their human needs prob- 
lems, she added, "people will starve 
and the delightful theory of the 
government win't help them one 
bit"

Governor Bryan' said the board 
doubts its authority to accept par- 
tial settlements. He said Attorney 
General Paul Good is investigating 
the possibility of bringing a test 
suit before the "Supreme court to 
determine the board's authority. 
Each case, however, would be 
settled on its own merits, the gov- 
ernor declared. He slid groups 
seeking amelioration of their in- 
debtedness probably are paving the 
way for a federal loan to ease their 
condition.
